Odds and ends of the details of the J 
South Mountain F a ir whtch is to 
held in Arendtsville Union Park, next 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 
were picked up and w'oven into the 
warp and woof of completed arrange­ 
ments at a meeting of the executive 
committee at the Arendtsville Voca­ 
tional School, Monday evening. 
The fair will be formally launched 
at 12 o’clock noon, Tuesday, September 
21, and all exhibits must be in place 
before that time. No exhibits may be 
removed from the buildings or grounds 
before IO o’clock Thursday evening, 
September 23. 
The poultry show list 
of entries 
closed last Saturday with 500 fowls 
entered in the various competitions, 
according to D. C. Jacobs, chairman 
of the poultry department. The poul-j 
try show' is four times larger than the; 
one in 1923, and competition is ex-. 
pectcd to be unusually close. 
Fowls Received Monday 
Poultry entries will be received for j 
display on Monday, Mr. Jacobs has j 
announced. The fowls will be fed by 
the fair and caretakers provided day j 
and night U> watch tho entries. 
Many schools in the upper end of j 
Adams county will close Wednesday! 
and Thursday in order to give the 
pupils an opportunity to attend the 
fair on those two days.

Cherry culture in Adams coun­ 
ty is facing a crisis. 
Whether to grow more cherries 
or not to grow' more cherries is 
a question that has come to be 
much mooted and discussed, and 
has developed a controversy be­ 
tween father and son, both expert 
fruit fu tu rists, of Adams county. 
Son says: 
‘‘Grow more cher­ 
ries!” 
Dad comes back: 
‘‘If you do 
you’ll be disappointed!” 
Both ought to know what they 
are talking about. 
Now, just what is ‘‘the poor 
farm and fruit grow'er” of Ad­ 
ams county going to do? 
Who’ll 
venture to solve the problem-un­ 
biased or unhampered by filial 
or paternal influences? 
Some months ago, C. H. Mus­ 
selman, head of the C. H. Mussel­ 
man Company, of Biglerville and 
other points, launched a campaign 
of propaganda urging farmers to 
plant more cherry trees, with the 
idea of going into the cherry can­ 
ning business, in addition to ap­ 
ples and peaches, it is under­ 
stood. The most recent activity 
in this campaign has been to cir­ 
cularize the faimers of the coun­ 
ty urging the planting of cherry 
trees, ‘tis said. 
Now, along comes his father, 
John Musselman, head of the Orr- 
tanna Canning Company, with a 


public statement in the advertis­ 
ing columns of The Gettysburg 
Times today, to the effect that if 
more cherries 
are grown the 
growers will find themselves in a 
much worse predicament than 
peach growers find themselves to­ 
day, with the market glutted. 
Likewise, 
John 
Musselman 
states that his advice not to grow 
more cherries is based upon 12 
years’ experience in handling cher­ 
ries in 
Adams county during 
which Ifme^his company has be­ 
come the growers and canners of 
cherries 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
He 
takes sharp issue with the state­ 
ment of the sponsors of “more 
cherries” propaganda and asserts 
his company is led “to believe the 
sponsors of this (more cherry) 
propaganda have not had any ex­ 
perience in either growing or can­ 
ning cherries.” 
“Apple canning has been ever- 
done and conditions will be far 
worse when the same happens to 
cherries,” is the concluding asser­ 
tion of the Orrtanna Canning 
Company statement. 
How 
th is statement will be 
viewed by C. H. Musselman could 
not be learned late today, Mr 
Musselman being at Inwood, West 
Virginia.

Peter 
Sachs, 
prominent 
resident of Gettysburg, died at his 
I home on Hanover street, Monday even­ 
ing at 10:15 o’clock from the effects 
of a stroke, suffered Sunday, follow'- 
ing an illness which confined him to 
bed since last Wednesday. 
He was 
70 years old. 
Mr. Sachs was born in Baltimore, 
a son of the late John and Margaret 
Sachs, natives of Germany. The fam ­ 
ily moved to Adams county when Mr. 
Sachs was a young boy. 
After he 
reached manhood, he became a con­ 
tractor and builder, following that oc­ 
cupation in the summer months, and 
teaching school during the winter. 
In 1894, he was elected clerk to tim 
Adams county commissioners, serving 
For six years. 
At the same time, he 
was mercantile appraiser for the coun­ 
ty. 
When the Citizens Trust Company 
w’as organized, Mr. Sachs became its 
first teller. He served the bank until 
1908 when he was appointed as­ 
sistant postmaster of Gettysburg, in 
which capacity he was employed for 
two years. 
After leaving the post office, Mr. 
Sachs engaged in a small amount of 
carpentering and farming. 
He is survived by his widow, whose 
maiden name was Miss Sarah Purr, 
near Littlestown, and the following 
children: Miss Grace Sachs, at home; 
Miss Martha Sachs, a teacher in the 
Tower Hill school, Wilmington, Dela­ 
ware; John Sachs, Wilmington; Mrs. 
Davis Hass, Philadelphia; Mrs. How- 
j aid Shetfer, Hanover street; George 
Sachs, United States Arsenal, Edge­ 
wood, Maryland, and Miss Ruth Sachs, 
a teacher in the Bedford High School. 
One sister, Mrs. B. A. Sheely, York, 
also survives. 
Funeral -<ervices Thursday morning 
at ll o’clock at the Sachs’ home, the 
Rev. Earl J. Bowman, pastor of St. 
James Lutheran church, of which Mr. 
Sachs was a life-long member, of­ 
ficiating.

21 Yard Mark For 
High Gun In Sec­ 
ond Day Of 
Shooting. 


Howard C. Mitinger, of Gettysburg, 
cr of the noumrs event, Monday, 
the first of the two-day registered fall 
shoot of the Gettysburg Gun Club, 
today won the 100-target 
handicap 
shoot, by breaking 92 from the 21- 
yard line for the honor of high-over­ 
all. 
Mitinger gave an excellent account 
of himself on the traps, breaking the 
flying saucers in fine style in the fore­ 
noon event, surpassing veteran marks­ 
men in the sport. 
The two-day shoot was concluded 
this afternoon with a 100-target con­ 
solation. 
In the 17-yard handicap, William 
Cullison, McKnightstown, took first 
honors with 74 breaks, with “Chief” 
Bender, Hanover, as runner-up with 
65 saucers splintered.

H arrisburg.—The state departm ent 
of 
forests 
and 
waters, 
which 
is! 
charged with protection of Pennsyl-! 
vania’s forests, believes in taking time 
by the forelock. 
Preparations have 
been under way for several weeks fo r; 
the fall fire season which starts be­ 
tween September 15 and 30. 
The departm ent is selecting per­ 
sons to man the fire towers and fire 
wardens are choosing crewrs. 
D istrict 
foresters are repairing fire fighting 
tools and on all the state forest lands 
crews 
of 
men are cleaning out fire 
lanes w’hich lead through the forests. 
Charles R. Meek, assistant chief of 
the bureau of 
forest protection, de­ 
clares that carelessness is responsible 
for most forest fires. 
In 
a 
depart­ 
mental publication Mr. Meek said that 
ninety-nine per cent of Pennsylvania 
forest fires are the 
result of human 
action and the other one per cent are 
caused either by lightning or spon­ 
taneous combustion. He classifies the 
causes of fires as incendiary, railroad, 
lumbering, brush burning, transients, 
miscellaneous and unknown. 
Rewards for the arrest and convic­ 
tion of persons starting forest fires 
are suggested by 
Mr. 
Meek 
as

He advocates the cutting of 
safety strips 
along 
railroads 
and 
safety zones about sawmills as well 
as the equipping of locomotives and 
stationary engines with

Pointing out th at many fires are 
caused by transients he declares loss 
from this source may be reduced it 
lighted matches or burning tobacco is 
not thrown from automobiles, if care 
is taken by campers in building fires, 
if hunters do not use fires in smoking 
out game or use inflammable wads in 
their guns, 
In order to prevent fires he suggests 
placing fire warning posters in wood­ 
lands, keeping dead wood cut out of a 
forest, keeping open trails and roads 
into a forset and care in the case of 
fire in forests.
